A  burglary,  kidnap  and  ex-  ’ 
tortion  case  that  began  in 
Pasadena  early  Tuesday 
morning  culminated  in  Sierra 
Madre  that  afternoon,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Sierra  Madre 
Police  Sgt.  ChrisChristensen. 

Florence  Adams  of  Pasa¬ 
dena  said  a  man  broke  into 
her  home  through  a  rear  win¬ 
dow  at  about  5  a.m.  Tues¬ 
day  wielding  a  large  barbe¬ 
cue  fork. 


He  held  the  79-year-old 
woman  at  fork  point  until 
about  noon  when  he  forced 
her  to  drive  in  her  auto  to 


the  Lloyds  Bank  drive  up 
window  where  she  was  told 
to  withdraw  $7800  from  her 
bank  account  and  give  it  to 
him.
